Rpeetfestions to Charges Must be Given.—The Major-Gen- 
eral Commanaing the Army concurs in the following views 
of the Acting Judge Advcate General of the Army: “ Par- 
agraph 1018 of tbe Army Regulations, which relates to the 
introduction at Court-martial trials of evidence of previous 
convictions, provides that ‘these convictions should be 
proved by the recoras of previous trials, or by duly authen- 
tieated orders promulgating the same, showing the actual 
offences of which the prisoner was convicted.’ When the 
pioot is by authenticated orders, these must, in order to 
show the actual offences of peovceus convictions, s°t forth 
the specifications to the charges, To only set forth the 
charge, as, for example, ‘ Conduct to gi ty of good 
order and military discipline,’ ie not ving the actual 
offence; yet this is what is being constantiy dene.” (Letter, 
A. G. O., Oct. 15, 1890.)

Disposition of Canteen Funds.—Tbe question having 
aren as to whether in the case of members of I and K Com- 
panies of Infantry, and Troops L and M of Cavairy regi-

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A CORRESPONDENT of the Engineer thinks that the 
principal lesson from a uaval point of view learnt 
from torpedo boat operations, is the great value for 
training purposes such service bas to young officers 
whose future will be entirely cast in steam vessels. 
Whether it can replace that early training in the 
manipulation of masts and sails, which alane, as 
many believe, can give the skill, nerve, and resource, 
which have hitherto characterized British seamen, 
he is not prepared now to argue, but it would ap- 
pear in every way desirable that a certain period in 
a torpedo boat should be an eesential part of a naval 
education. 








In an article on “skaking bands” in the New 
York Times, the writer says: John Randolph, of 
Roanoke, when he was Minister to Russia, meeting 
the Emperor, is said to have grasped him heartily 
by the hand and to have sung out cheerily: “ How 
are you, Emperor; how's the madam?’

STronG efforts are to be made this winter to secure 
an “ £qualization Bounty Law” so as to do justice 
in this respect to many veterans of the war who 
rendered faithful service in its earlier stages but 
were not so fortunate in regard to bounty as the 








late comers. 
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EXAMINATION OF OFFICERS. 

THE anxiously awaited regulations to carry into 
effect Section 3 of the recent act of Congress, pro- 
viding for a system of examination to determine 
the fitness for promotion of all officers of the Army, 
below the grade of major, appear this week in G. 
O., H. Q. A., No. 128. So far as can be seen, 
without practical experiment, they seem to be fair 
and reasonable. The letter and spirit of the clause 
requiring that the examination of officers who 
served in the war shall be conducted by officers of 
the same class, are fully carried out. It is required 
that every officer who served during the war in any 
capacity, West Point graduates excepted, shall be 
examined by officers appointed from civil life, or 
who were officers of volunteers only during the war. 

The Secretary, desiring to avoid all possible sug- 
gestion of unfairness, goes even beyond the require- 
ments of the law by requiring that, so far as prac- 
ticable, officers appointed from civil life and from 
the Army since the war and graduates of the Mili- 
tary Academy, shall be examincd by boards of the 
same professional antecedents. Thus there will be 
four classes of boards tobe appointed. The organi- 
zation of boards in strict conformity with these 
regulations will, no doubt, be difficult, but, what- 
ever the embarrassment or expense, no departure 
from the regulation is allowed in the case of the ex- 
amination of the war veterans. The composition 
of the other boards is left to the War Department. 
This discretion, however, will not be exercised un- 
less absolutely necessary. 

Sec. 6 of the new regulations gives timely warn- 
ing that the scope of examination is to be enlarged 
and points out the special subjects in which officers 
should prepare themselves. Sec. 9 is an important 
feature of the new regulations, and speaks for itself. 
Retirements can be made regardless of the limited 
list, provided the officer bas reached the point of 
promotion, and he will goon to the retired list 
with the rank to which his seniority entitles him, 
There is nothing, however, to prevent the retire- 
ment of a disabled officer at any time prior to his ~ 
reaching the head of his grade, provided there is a 
vacancy on the limited list. 

Having settled the scope and conditions of the 
examinations prescribed, the Secretary of War has 
now turned his attention to the selection of officers 
to compose the Boards and the officers to be ex- 
amined. As previously stated in the JOURNAL, tt 
has been decided to order such number of officers 
to be examined as are likely to receive promotion 





| within a year or 80. About ninety officers, in all, 
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of different grades, will soon receive orders to ap- 
pear forexamination. Of the sixty disabled officers 
now on the “awaiting” retirement list eleven 
would be included within the nimety mentioned, if 
their unfitness tor promotion was not established as 
prescribed by Section 9 of the new Regulations. As 
it is, they will be retired with the rank of the next 
highest grade, one by one, as vacancies occur above 
them. This weeding out of the active list will 
thus be slow, bat at the same time it will be a gain 
over the old methods, for all retirements of this 
kind will be in addition to those that are made as 
vacancies occur on the limited list. 

Among the questions still pending is that in re- 
gard tothe number of boards to be approved, or 
rather the places of convening the boards; with 
several classes to be organized two or more boards 
may be convened at one place. For economical 
reasons it would be beiter to have a board at each 
Department headquarters, but better results would 
doubtless ensue from a fewer number of boards. To 
save mileage it would doubtless be decided to have 
but two boards, one on the Pacific slope and one at 
the East. It is probable, however, that boards will 
be convened at at least four points—San Francisco, 
Fort Leavenworth, New York and Washington. 
The Secretary of War 1s considering this subject at 
his home in Vermont and is expected to reach a 
decision within the next week. 








More than once during the past few years we 
have advocated a system of regimental promotion 
for non-commissioned officers, deeming the meas- 
ure ons of justice and for the best interests of the 
Army at large. It is scarcely necessary to state 
again why the present method of company promo- 
tion is unjust, but recently we have heard of a case 
where a young soldier of between two or threefyears 
service actually attained the grade of sergeant be- 
fore a corporal of 15 years service, and seven years 
in his grade, serving at the same post, but in 
another company. This may be an extreme case, 
but it illustrates what can happen under existing 
regulations. The views of regimental com- 
manders in this matter would be of interest, and we 
shall be happy to receive them. 








A CORRESPONDENT asks us: ‘* Now, JOURNAL, what 
do you honestly think of Sec. 2 of the Act of Octo- 
ber 1, 1890, which provides that officers of grades 
in each arm of the service shall be assigned to regi- 
ments, and transferred from one regiment to 
another, as the interests of the service may require, 
by orders from the War Depariment, and hereafter 
all appointments in the line of the Army shall be by 
commission in an arm of the service and not by 
commission in any particular regiment?” The 
question comes so late in the week that we may be 
pardoned if we ‘‘ pause for a reply.” 








THE prominent excitement of this week in Europe 
and in many other places of the civilized world, has 
been the celebration of the ninetieth birthday of 
that veteran strategist and renowned soldiez, Field 
Marshal Von Moltke. Germany and Germany’s Em- 
peror have testified in a thousand ways their admir- 
ation and affection for the renowned soldier, and 
other countries have not been behind hand. Asa 
writer well says: ‘“‘ War seems to have been to this 
extraordinary man asa game of chess. Great sol- 
diers have lived before Moltke, but their influence 
was not confined to war. C@sar made an empire. 
Frederick created the civil and economical systems 
which underlie Prussia. Napoleon designed his 
wonderful code aud was famous asa financier. Wel- 
lington was diplomatist and Prime Minister. Grant 
was President. Mo!tke bas always been the soldier. 
History can recall no act, no word from him outside 
of the camp or the field. Patient duty—this and no 
more. Moltke came in with the ceatury, and we 
trust he may be spared to see its close. A fine, silent, 
intrepid character, whose hands alone could have 
wielded the sword which made Germany a nation.” 


CONGRATULATIONS and best wishes, in which all of 
the Navy will most heartily join, are extended 
to Mr. William P. Moran, Registrar of Commiasions 
in the Navy Department, upon having completed, 
as he did Oct. 28, the forty-seventh year of his ser- 
vice in the Navy Department. For nearly twenty 
years previous to his appointment as aclerk from 
Norfolk, Va., he bad been connected with the Navy 
ashore and at sea; tbus his total service draws near 
to the limit of threescore and ten. His head is 
erowned with the honor, not only of years, but of 
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faithful service and the diligent performance of 
duty. What higher credit belongs to any man? It 
is no small tribute to Mr. Moran that he bas so won 
upon the respect and confidence, and even affection 
of such a body of men as our naval officers. He is 
the senior clerk in the civil service of the United 
States; that he may long live to enjoy his honors as 
Dean of the Faculty is the cordial wish of all who 
know him. 





It is stated that the Bank of England’s doors are 
now so finely balanced that the clerk, by pressing a 
knob under his desk, can close the outer doors in- 
stantly, and they cannot be opened again except by 
special process. This is done to prevent the daring 
and ingenious unemployed of tne great metropolis 
from robbing this famous institution. The bullion 
departments of this and otber great Eoglish bank- 
ing establishments are nightly submerged in several 
feet of water by the action of the machinery. In 
some of the London banks the bullion departments 
are connected with the manager's sleeping-rooms, 
and an entrance cannot be effected withcut setting 
off an alarm near that person’s head. If a dishonest 
officia!, during either day or night, should take 
even as much as one from a pile of a thousand 
sovereigns, the whole pile would instantly sink and 
a pool of water take ite place, besides letting every 
person in the establishment know of the theft. 








Tue San Antonio £zpress, referring to the recent 
annulment of the contracts of four acting assistant 
surgeons, U. S. Army, in the Department of Texaz, 
says: “Their friends made strong objection, but 
the axe bas fallen and the contract surgeon murt 
go. They are thrown out upon the world wheo 
past the meridian of life, where they must begin 
with beginuers the struggle of life. ‘Their pay has 
been so small that they could save nothing, and 
their 20 or 25 years service goes without reward.” 








Tue San Francisco Report, referring to the pro- 
posed change in the present form of fatigue caps, 
patriotically says: ‘‘ We would like a characteristic 
American uniform for the Army and the militia, 
and to be done with these changes, every now and 
then to French, [russian or Danish styles. In our 
opinion, the War Department would do well to re 
turn to the slouched hat of the war times.’’ 








Tue board appointed for the purpose of recom- 
mending officers for appointment in the Signal 
Corps, under the recent act of Congress, met at the 
War Department on Oct. 30, but, owing to the ab- 
sence of Lieut. Col. H. W. Lawton, L. G., president 
of the board, no business was transacted. The 
board will come together again next week. 








A LETTER to a prominent Army officer from a 
Westera Senator says: ‘“* * * * Those Eastern 
statesmen are determined to break us up. The mov- 
ing of the troops Kast will destroy the influence of 
the Army. The Army will be absorbed and over- 
looked.” 


THE VICTIMS OF THE “JEANNETTE.” 


THE monument to the heroic officers and men of 
the U.S. Navy who perished ip the Jeannette Arctic 
Expedition was unveiled at Annapolis at 2 30 P. m. 
on Thursday of this wepk, a special train taking a 
pasty of officers and others from Washington to 
participate in the dedication, invitations being 
lasued in the names of the Committee—Uomdr. F. M. 
Barber, U. 8. N.; Lieut. John H. Moore, U. 8. N., 
and Paymr. Johu R. Carmody, U.S. N. The monu- 
ment we have already described. Tne occasion for ita 
erection was fully set forth in an eloquent and ip- 
teresting address by the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, Hon. J. Ruasell Soley. It is a subject with 
which he was Renenay familiar and he presented 
an interesting account of the Jeannette Expedition, 
its purpose and its results, chief of which was the 
exhibition of heroic manhooj, “of sustained en- 
deavor, of lofty steadfastness of purpose, of dangers 
met unflinchingly and ee borne without 
—: - el In his peroration Mr. Soley grandly 


* It matters not whether their bones lie here or at 
their homes, or on the bleak Siberian coast, where 
they gave up their lives: ‘the whole earth,’ said 
Pericles, *is the sepulcbre of illustrious men.’ But 
it is fitting that here should be their monument. It 
stands here for us Americans, who hold our Navy 
and our country dear, asa memorial of what ber 
sons have done, and as an earnest of what they will 
do hereafter. It stands bere for you, the comrades 
of those young officers who fell, to give you added 
strength and courage, when you too find yourselves 
the victims of relentless fate, and driven to the 
edge of the black chasm of roy It stands here 
last of allfor yuu, cadets of the Navy, tbut daily 
you may have before your eyes this bright exampie 
of heroic virtue; virtue which in the past has been 
the pride and glory of your Service, and which it 
will rest with you to transmit in undimmed lustre 
to the generaions yet to come. 

“ Heartrending as is the burden of that song, 
borne to us upon the wings of the Siberian wind, 1 
is pot the mournful music of defeat. As with their 
great Norse ancestors, the sea-herees, the death- 
chant of our own sea-beroes rings only with a joy- 
ous strain of triumph; and in their triumph. we 
triumph also. 

Peeans, sing bigh? What would we with a dirge? 

Proudly we weep our brave. 


“ There theystand, the martyrs of the Lena Delta, 











the men who, through bigh courage, overcame flis- 
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aster ; surrounded by that goodly company of brave 
explorers, whose memory, like theirs, remains en- 
shrived within these walls—Collins, a victim of the 
=o miasma of the [sthmus; Strain, perishing 

rom hunger and fatigue uoder the buraotog suo of 
the tropics; Talbott, sailing in his open boat over 
1,400 miles of the Pacific to briog succor to his sbhip- 
wrecked comrades; and Herndon, issuiog unharmed 
from the perils of the Amazon, but vielding his life 
a cheerful sacrifice to save the passengers upon his 


sinking ship. 

There they stand 
With the rays of morn on their white sbields of expectation 
illumined with the radiance of their own imperish- 
able frame, serenely waitiog for the final muster 
while from the chorus of uplifted voices come the 
ringing notes of an io Triumphe, re-echoing 
throughout all the ages, proclaiming in eteraal bar- 
monies the glory of those who fought their ficht eut 
to the end, and who, through death, achieved undy- 
ing victory.” 

The exercises were opened with prayer by Chap- | 
lain H. &. Clark, U.S. N. The monument was then 
tendered by Commander Buirber io bebalf of the 
cowmitte and received by Captain Phythian, who 
said: 

“In aceepting on bebalf of the Naval Academy 
the charge committed to it, no remarks of mine are 
necessary; a fitting tribute will be rendered by the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. It may be pardon- 
able, however, to point out the wisdom of the com- 
mittee in selecting this site for the Jeannette monu- 
ment. Surrounded by the graves of such heroes as 
Mayo, Flusser, Cushing. Terry and Beno Porter it 
serves as an additional object lesson, teachiug the 
young men who are here being trained to take their 
places that :— 

Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime.”

THE ARMY REPORTS. 


In bis annual report Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding the Division of the Pacific, says that 
the tone and character of the Service is most excel- 
lent, and that no class or commuopity of civilians 
can be found among whom fewer offeaces are com- 
mitted or who live more temperate, exemplary 
lives. 

Legislative enactment, he thinks, should provide 
seme system of more reasonable professional ad- 
vancement. The artillery branch should be in- 
creased by at least two regiments, and the same or- 
ganization be given the infantry that exista io the 
best armies of the world, namely, three-battalion 
organization. When officers bave served without 
promotion 15 years they sbould be advanved one 
grade, as is done in certain of the lower staff grader, 

Gen. Miles says that the various methods resorted 
to to diminish desertion have not, to any considera- 
ble extent, done so. He belie.e+, however, that we 
are approaching the solution of the proviem, and 
that the measures recently adopted are a step ia the 
right direction. J 

He says that the Army has hailed with delight the 
adoption of his suggestions touching the length of 
enlisted service and the improvement of the Army 
ration. He believes that great benefit would resuit 
from the adoption of other suggestions heretofore. 
made by him, such as the re-enlistment of honora- 
bly discharged men forsbort terms, the examiaa- 
tion after five years’ service of non-commussio 
officers who desire promotion to the grade of 2d 
lieutenant and the increase of pay of pon-commis- 
sioned officers. 

Gen. Miles says that the holding of discontented. 
and disaffected Indian tribes on the San Varios res- 
ervation, especially along the Gila River, which is 
unsuited to them and often unhealthy, will always 
be a source of danger and disturbance. As several. 
of the military posts and reservations in the Depart- 
ment of Arizona have been abandoned, the General 
recommends that they be at Once occupied by Ladi- 
ans or converted into industrial schools, and that 
the Mojave, Tonto and Yuma Indians be removed 
there at once from the sickly Gila valley. Gen. 
Miles speaks at length upon the importance of voast- 
defences as the most important military question be-- 
fore the people. 





Tbe annual report of Brig.-Gen. Johu Gibbono,, 
commanding the Department of the Columbia, was. 
the first of this year’s Department reports to be 
made public. Itis also the shortest of tne Vepart- 
ment reports. Concerning lIodian affairs in his De-, 
partment, he says all the tribes are in a peaveful 
condition, and he thinks they will remain so io- 
definitely, “‘unless goaded to desperation by the 
coustaat encroachments of the whites aod their 
acts of injustice.”’ 
To take from Department Commanders the power, 
toorder general courts and rest it only in Division, 
Commanders, as bas been proposed, would, he be-, 
lieves, be a great mistake—would not be io furthers, 
ance of the administration of justice, and woul 
simply add one more tothe disadvantages of the 
present Division organzation. 

A schedule of punishments should be established, 
a strict compliance with the lawin conveoing gen- 
eral courts required, and a military court of appea 
established whose duties should be similar to corre 
sponding civil courts. 

Gen. Gibbon reports the troops in his Department: 
to be ia good vondition as regarde discipline aud 
drill, and rewarks tnat in bis opinion the various: 
measures taken to decrease the number of deser- 
tions ia the. Army will résult beneficialiy. “No

A PLEA FOR THE OLD TIMER. 


To the Bditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


REFERRING to what is known as the “ Double Time 
Bill,” and to our knowledge of your willingness to 
make public the feeling of the enlisted wen upon 
any subject of interest to them, we beg leave to in- 
vite vour attention and, through you, the attentiou 
of the framer of the bill, to the great injustice done 
to a few deserving men, remaining in the Army, 
by ignoring their services; which, in our opinion, 
ranks with and sbould have been considered in con- 
nection with service rendered by the volunteer sol- 


ier. 

The class of men referred to are those who enlisted 
between the years 1866 and 1870, and who from 1866 
to 1880 marched and countermarched from Nebraska 
to tne Pacific Slope; driving the Indians before 
them; cpening up and making easy of settlement 
all that vaet region of country known as the “ Far 
West,” and to-day the most valuable of all our fair 
domain. These men lived for years upon the poor- 
est of poor food, working hard ali the time; rest, 
ease, and the biessings of civilization, such as the 
soldier of the present day enjoys, were unkoown to 
them. They worked, marched, and fought, year 
after year, until the Indian ceased to be trouble- 
some, witbout a thought of what such “ bardsbips 
endured ”’ would bring iu the way of infirmities in- 
cideptal to such a life, and the consequence is, they 
now find themselves crippled with rheumatism, old 
before their time, yet compeiled to remain where 
they are not wanted, knowing allthe time their 
Presence is tolerated by their respective command- 
ers (not desired) on account of former service. 

‘These men, as a rule, are not over 48 years of age, 
bu in feeling and all that goes to indicate old age, 
they look and will compare favorably with men ip 
vivil life who are over 60; and we know (we speak 
advisedly) there are few companies in the Service 
hut what would be henefited by getting rid of this 
clase; aud “this class” (again we speak aivisedly) 
would beonly too glad to go could they see some- 
thing better anead than the cold walls of that gigan- 
tic fraud, the Soldiers’ Home, stariug them in the 


ace. 
With attention drawn to the above facts (we nope 
they may not be lost sight of), let the author of the 
** Double Time Bill” look into this matter, investi- 
gate until he is satisfied theee men do exist and are 
wortny of consideration akio to that accorded the 
volunteer, then at the meeting of the next Cougress 
amend said bill so as to include them, and at the 
same time make retirement for the general non- 
commissioned staff compulsory after 25 years of ser- 
vice, thereby makiug room for those who have 
waited patiently for years for favorable action in 
tbeir cases, and in a short time we will have some of 
that desired improvement our wiseacres have been 
striving for during the last five years by the enact 
ment of laws more multitudinous than beneficial.

ters, 986 paymaster aspirants, 1,830 surgeons, 3,777

now preparing for the anoual autumn manceuvres, 
The other day, while [ was wandering through the 
Biack Forest, { met a columy of infantry on 2 prac- 
tice march, fully equipped for fleld service, packed 
knapsack and spiked helmet, etc. The men were 
marching on the highway.

It takes along time te 
abolish a long established custom, even in the prac- 
tical German Army.

Is OUR SYSTEM OF RIFLE FIBING ERRONEOUS? 


It is one of the backneyed themes of writers. on 
military subjects to say “that it takes a ton of lead 
(in the shape of bullets) to kill asingle man. It bas 

rs lly supposed, however, that thegreat im- 
provement which bas beeu attained in shooting 
would much reduce this average, particularly in the 
United States Army, where more care is expended 
upon teaching the men the principles of rifle prac- 
tice, and where they are allowed more ammunition 
than ip apy otherarmy. to addition to this, the or- 
dinary life of the United States Regular in most of 
our Western posts is dull, and the detachments are 
so small as to practically debar anything but the 
pape weep ad d instruction, leaving competition 
in shooting almost the only thing they can turn to 
witb interest. Consequently our Army has prided 
itself upon its accurate shooting, porticularly in 
skirmishing. Yet the occurrence at the Che pe 
Agency communicated to the ARMY AND AVY 
JOURNAL of September 27, by a special correspond- 
ent (apparently an Army officer) would seem to 
show that 1n practical field work but little better re- 
sult can be expected to be obtained from our troops 
from a given expenditure of ammunition than un- 
der the ancient regime. 

It appears that two young Cheyennes having been 
outlawed fer murderiag a white man, and knowing 
that their capture was inevitable, notified the troops 
guarding the agency that they would attack them 
at a given time, passing up through a certain vailey. 
At the time desiguated they appeared upon a neigh- 
boring hill and proceeded to attire themselves in 
the full regalia of Indian war. A troop of the let 
Cavalry was dismounted and deployed to meet 
them, and another was sent out on tne flank—allow- 
ing 30 men to the troop this would give 60 men, all 
armed with Springfield breechioading carbines, a 
very accurate weapon. The two Iodians were forced 
from the bill and charged on the other two troops, 
one of them being on horseback and the other on 
foot (bis horse baving been killed) under a heavy 
fire from their opponents. According to all theories 
they ought to bave been riddied with bullets before 
they had gone a hundred yards, yet the mounted 
one actually rode through Pitcher's troep killing 
three horses before be was killed, being then hit 
with seven bullets. The other, *‘ while his clothing 
was cut and himself wounded by the fire,” was not 
so hurt but that he was enabled to retire to a cut in 
the valley from which he conducted a spirited fight 
uptil he was killed. 

This is a matter which deserves serious considera- 
tion from the officers charged with the instruction 
in small arms practice. To theordinary miod it 
shows that something must be wrong with the sys- 
tem of instruction pursued. It has been questioned 
by many high authorities whether the idea is not 
erroneous that a soldier in the excitement of action 
will be able to control bimeelf sufficiently to man- 
ipulate the sights of his rifle so as to insure accurate 
firing as be is taught to do in our present system of 
skirmishing; that if he sets them in the first in- 
stance at a high elevation to fire at a distant object 
he will be very unlikely under the excitement ot 
action to lower them, as bis enemy approaches, and 
that consequently his bullets will pass over him. 
This was exemplitied in the British in their defeats 
in South Africa, where the large majority of rifles 
picked up after the battles were found to be sighted 
for 400 yards range and therefore useless in firing at 
the enemy when they had crept up, as they did, to 
within 50 yards, the result being the demoralization 
of the British. Thus at Majuba Hill 600 British 
regulare were routed by a force of 450 Boers with a 
loss of 92 killed, 182 wounded, and 59 prisoners, with 
a Boer loss of one killed and five wounded. It is 
contended that this would be larzely avoided if the 
soldier was taught to set bis sight for all distances 
under 500 yards at point blank range, aad to obtain 
the desired elevation by aiming o7er the object he 
desires to hit and to lower his aim as it approaches, 
as at the worst he would shoot low and get a rico- 
chet shot. 

The JoURNAL of Oct. 17, 1885, editorially called at- 
tention to the statemenuis of Lieut. C. B. Mayne, 
R. E., ia bis work on Infantry Fire Tactics, that it 
was @ mistake to adjust militury rifles so that a fine 
sigbt 18 required to be takep, on the ground that a 
soldier in action will always take a full sight, that 
the German system of a full sight is much the best, 
and that men should be taught to aim at the feet of 
their enemy. 

it would seem from this affair at the Cheyenne 
Agency that both these views are likely to be cor- 
rect. it certainly shows the necessity of careful 
training in “fire discipline,” by which the elevation 
to be used will be designated by the officers, and the 
uselessness of individual uncontrolled fire.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


In a little book, entitled “ Letters from America,” just 
published, Lieut.-Col. 8. B. Bevington, the weil known com- 
manding officer of the 3d V. B. >yal Weat Surrey, British 
Volu nteers, gives a description of a visit to the encampment 
of the Massachusetts Voluateer tia at South Framing- 
ham.

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MILEBAGE FOR ENGINEER OFFICERS. kind is furnished for all travel over free roads and over 
bond-aided Pacific railroads to all officers of the Army 


Tue following decision of Second Comptroller 
Gilkeson, in which he hoids, 1n effect, that the pro- 
vision in the recent River and Harbor act, which 
was passed with the view to giving officers of the 
Engineer Corps mileage over land grant railroads, 
is inoperative, will be of interest to all officers of 
the Aruiy and especially of the Eagineer Corps: 


Section 15 of the River and Harbor Act approved Septem- 
ber 19, 1890, provides as follows: 

“ That ia determining the mileage of officers of the Corps 
of Engineers travelling without troops on duty connected 
witb works under their charge, no deduction shall be mace 
for such travel as may be necessary on free or bond-aided or 
land grant railways.’ * * 

There is not only no authority of law for the allowance of 
mileage to officers of the Corps of Engineers when transpor- 
tation is furnished by the Quartermaster’s Department, or 
on a conveyance belonging to or chartered by tbe United 
States, «r op any railroad on which the troops and supplies 
of the United States are entitled to be transported tree of 
charge, but the Act of July 24, 1876, (19 Stat., 100,) expressly 
forbids any such allowance. * * 

If Congress had intendea by the provision above quoted to 
authorize any additional pay, extra allowance, or compen- 
sation, go officers of the Corps of Eagineers when travelliog 
as therein stated, it must be presumed, in view of the pro- 
visions of Section 1765 of the Revised Stututes, that it would 
bave autborized such additional vay, extra allowance, or 
compensation, by iaw., and would have eaplicitty stated in 
ad appropriation tberetor that it is for such additivoal pay, 
extra allowance, or compensation. It would theo have ex- 
pressed its iatention in the orly way which could justity the 
payment of such additional pay, extra allowance, or com- 
pensation, and the allowance at the Treasury of disburse- 
ments therefor. But Congress has neither authorized such 
adaitional pay, extra allowance, or compensation, by law, 
nor made any appropri:tion therefor in the River and Har- 
vor Act of Septemner 19, 1890, or in any other act, much less 
ao appropriation in which its explicitly stated that it is for 
such additional pay, exira allowance», or compensation, and 
without the covcurreance of both such autborization and 
such specific appropriuion, no officer in any branch of tbe 
public service, or any other person whose salary, pay, or 
emoluments are fixed by law or regulations, as are those of 
the officers of the Corps of Engineers, can lega'ly receive 
avy sucb additionul pay, extra allowance, or compensation, 
in any form whatever, for any servive or duty whatever. 

The provision above quoted does not c »ntemplate any in- 
crease of Compensuti:.n 10 the roucs designated therein. If 
mileage at the rate of eizht cents per wile could be paid 
uoder said provision for rravei over ssid roads, it could h- 
paid vey hee officers of the Cops of E.yzineers,and would 
have tu be denied to all other «flicers of the Army, eveu 
tbheugb evgeged on the same duties. 


Unaer existing jaws aod regulations, transportation in 
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travelling without tronee, upoe peeteetica therefor, prac- 
tically without cost to nited States, and if mileage at 
the rate of eight cents per mile could be under the 
aforesaid provision, such payment woul? not 
ment of the cost of tra tion actually paid for travel 
over said roads, but would be an allowance to one class 0! 
officers to the exclusion of all others for transportation 
which bad already been provided and paid for by the 
United States without cost to said officers. But even if such 
an allowance had been contemplated on behalf of one class 
of offic: rs, Congress bas not, in view of Section 1765 of the 
Revised Statutes, expressed itsintention of authorizing it. 
and,in the absence of such legislation as is contemplated 
and required in said section, the accounting officers of the 
ny are not justified in inferring and declaring such 
D oD.
